W a shington, Ju n e 10.— Dy a una ni­ 
m ous 
vote the supreme court of the 
United S ta tes upheld the right of the 
M innesota railway com m ission to fix 
pa sseng er and freight ra tes between 
points 
lying 
within 
borders 
of 
the 
sta te. 
T h e M innesota ra te cnee, which 
ha s been before the court for eighteen 
m onths and to which the country has 
been looking wtth more interest than 
to any ca se of recent years, was de­ 
cided in favor of the sta te and against 
the railroads. 
T h e decision of the1 United Sta tes 
circuit court was 
reversed 
and 
the 
supreme court held tha t the orders of 
the railroad and 
warehouse com m is­ 
sion and the legisla tive a cts of the 
sta te of Minnesota prescribing m a xi­ 
mum ra tes for freight and a maximum 
of 2 cents a mile for passengers, be­ 
tween 
points 
within 
the 
6tate, 
are 
valid. 
T h e decision m ea n s In brief that 
ra ilroa ds ca nnot evade sta te regula ­ 
tion of Intersta te ra tes by the conten­ 
tion tha t ra tes fixed by sta te com m is­ 
sions or legisla tures disturb the rela ­ 
tion previously existing between Inter­ 
sta te and intra sta te ra tes, thus Impos­ 
ing a direct burden on intersta te com ­ 
m erce and crea tin g discrim ina tions as 
a ga inst loca lities In other sta tes

So momentous and fa rrea chlng is 
th e effect of the decision tha t m em ­ 
bers of congress, other governm ent of­ 
ficials and la w yers hesita te to discuss

Hughes required more than two hours 
to read. 
To ena ble him to conclude 
it the court sa t for an hour and a 
ha lf beyond the usual time. 
T h e cose, along with other ca ses 
involving the sa m e issue, was argued 
tn the supremo court In Ja nu a ry, 1912. 
It wae expected that they would be 
decldinl when the court adjourned for 
the summer. 
But they went over and 
when the court resumed sessions in 
the fall the expected did not come. 
An opinion has been confidently ex­ 
pected 
on every 
Monday 
since the 
court met last October and tho long 
delay has given rise to all sorts of 
rumors at>out a divided court. 
T he fact tha t Missouri, Arka nsa s,

Federal Decree Reverses That 


of Judge Sanborn In the 


Circuit Tribunal. 


Washington, June IO.— By a unani­ 
mous 
vote the supreme court of the 
United States upheld the right of the 
Minnesota railway commission to fix 
passenger and freight rates between 
points lying within 
borders of the 
state. The Minnesota rate case, which 
has been before the court for eighteen 
months and to whieh the country has 
been looking with more interest than i 
to any case of recent years, was de­ 
cided in favor of the state and against 
the railroads. 
The decision of the United States 
circuit court was reversed and the 
supreme court held that the orders of 
the railroad and warehouse commis­ 
sion and the legislative acts of the 
state of Minnesota prescribing maxi­ 
mum rates for freight and a maximum 
of 2 cents a mile for passengers, be­ 
tween points within the state, are 
valid. 
The decision means In brief that 
railroads cannot evade state regula­ 
tion of interstate rates by the conten­ 
tion that rates fixed by state commis­ 
sions or legislatures disturb the rela­ 
tion previously existing between Inter­ 
state and intrastate rates, thus Impos­ 
ing a direct burden on interstate com­ 
merce and creating discriminations as 
against localities in other states. 


Decision Is Farreaching. 


So momentous and farreaching Is 
the effect of the decision that mem­ 
bers of congress, other government of­ 
ficials and lawyers hesitate to discuss 
It or its probable effect until they 
have had an opportunity to study the 
full opinion of the court. 
More than forty cases Involving gen­ 
erally the same principle were before 
the court. 
As the interest in the out­ 
come has become accentuated by the 
long delay In handing down the opin­ 
ion the attention has bern focused on 
the Minnesota rate case, so ci.llod, as 
Involving the main issue. 
The Minnesota case Involved the 
validity of an order of the railroad 
and warehouse commission of Minne­ 
sota in establishing maximum freight 
rates and a 2-cent passenger rate be­ 
tween points in that state. 
Stockholders of certain 
interstate 
railroads. Including the Great North­ 
ern and the Northern Pacific, sought 
and obtained an Injunction from the 
United States circuit court for the dis­ 
trict of Minnesota against the reduc­ 
tion of the rate#. 
The opinion was 
delivered by Judge Sanborn, admitted 
to be one of the ablest Judges on the 
federal bench, aud atli acted wide at­ 
tention at the time.

Two Hours to Read Opinion. 


Tho opinion rendered 
by Justice 
Hughes required more than two hours 
to read. 
To enable him to conclude 
it the court sat for an hour and a 
half beyond the usual time. 
The case, along with other casoe 
involving the same issue, was argued 
In the supreme court hr January, 1912. 
It was expected that they would be 
decided when the court adjourned for 
the summer. 
But they went over and 
when the court resumed sessions in 
the fall the expected did not come. 
An opinion has been confidently ex­ 
pected on every Monday since the 
court met last October and the long 
delay has given rise to all sorts of 
rumors about a divided court. 
The fact that Missouri, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Oregon and other states 
had made interstate rates to regulate 
shipments within their borders over 
Interstate lines gave a national Inter­ 
est to the outcome.

The railroad stockholders contend­ 
ed that the rate established vas con­ 
fiscatory and made some objections 
to the method of ascertaining the val­ 
uation of their property on which the 
basis for estimating a Just and rea­ 
sonable rate was reached.

Tho opinion generally expressed was 
that such a decision would favor the 
railroads, In that it would largely nul 
lify the powers of state railroad com­ 
missions and enable the roads to look 
to the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion as sole arbiter In the adjustment 
of rates.

man on the commission, had charge 
of preparing the evidence in the case 
to be submitted to the federal courts 
in behalf of the state.

highest court of the land.

more than anything else is that their 
judgment in fixing a rate schedule has

vindicated. 
These commodity 
and merchandise tariffs were estab­ 
lished after a most careful study and 
after a physical valuation of the rail 
road properties had been made. 
“ It certainly is good to know that 
the supreme court does not think this 
commission acied arbitrarily in fixing

CROW WING COUNTY SOIL TEST 


H<lpc|rfhat U. S. Dept, of Agricul­ 
ture Will Make Detailed Sur­ 
vey of This County 
A soil survey Is one of the things 
urgently needed in Minnesota, ac­ 
cording to Prof. William H. Frazier 
of the division of soils, college of ag­ 
riculture. 
Plans ar© being formu­ 
lated through the station officials and 
the federal government for survey­ 
ing a narrow strip, three townships 
wide, across the state this fall. 
The 
government men under the bureau of 
soils of the United States department 
of agriculture are now completing a 
detailed survey of Goodhue county, 
and it Is hoped that they may begin 
the survey of this strip through Ot- 
tertail, Wadena. Cass, Crow Wing, 
Pine and Carlton counties at an early 
date. 
This area bas been so selected 
that many different kinds of soil and 
farming conditions will be encoun­ 
tered. 


After the survey is completed, a 
detailed study will be made of the 
relation of the soil to the timber and 
climate conditions, and many soil 
samples will be taken for pot culture 
and soil analysis. 
A preliminary 
or reconnolssance 
survey, of 28,000 square miles in the 
northeastern part of the state 
has 
been planned, mapping this area on 
the scale of three miles to the Inch. 
The remainder of the state should, as 
rapidly as possible, be surveyed still 
more carefully and mapped with one 
mile to the inch. 
A reconnoissance 
survey will require about four sum­ 
mers and is undertaken first partly 
because the state forestry authorities 
wish to determine what lands should 
be set apaft for agricultural purposes 
and which should be forested. 
An 
urgent reason for a soil survey of this 
section of the state arises from the 
20,000 inquiries received last year 
by the state 
immigration 
depart­ 
ment. 
Minnesota 
needs 
200,000 
more farmers, and those who inquire 
should be supplied information by 
means of a county soil and agricul­ 
tural survey. 


An inquirer who has been referred,' 
let us suppose by someone in the state 
to a particular half section of land 
wants to know how far It is from 
market, railroad 
or 
wagon 
road; 
whether It is stony, gravelly, sandy 
or good soil; whether It is hilly, roll­ 
ing or level; how deep the top soil 
is and whether the subsoil is clay, 
silt, gravelly or sandy. 
The soil sur­ 
vey would gather and publish this in­ 
formation for the general region as 
well as a great deal more. 
Its maps 
and text would show the kind of tim­ 
ber and crops already growing In the 
region or likely to be adapted to it 
and would indicate the nationality of 
the 
people, 
the 
location 
of 
the 
churches, schoolhouses, creameries, 
cheese factories and land already un­ 
der cultivation, the kiind of stock 
kept, the cost and method of work­ 
ing the land and any other informa­ 
tion of general agricultural interest 
would also be included. 
It would 
indicate whether or not it would be 
worth while to make a personal in­ 
spection of the land. 


Such a survey will be or great value 
also to experiment station men and 
other scientific workers.

systematic work, if the soil should be 
classified and given a definite name 
which will mean the same thing to 
all teachers and farmers who use it.

tory

Twenty Years on the Problem— A s ­ 


tronomers 
Throughout 
the 
World 


Confirm His Theories. 


After twenty years of research Pro­ 
fessor George A. Hill of the Naval ob­ 
servatory 
at 
Washington, 
who 
has 
been working with other scientists all 
over the world, has deduced proof that 
the earth is wabbling on its axis. 
“The poles of the earth.” says Pro­ 
fessor Ilill, “are wabbling about, ap­ 
parently ¡it random, but confining their 
travels within a circle of sixty feet 
diameter. 
Should Peary again take 
the trip to the north pole he would find 
the flag which lie planted there on liLs 
last trip of discovery nearly fifty feet 
from the spot which lie would now 
point out as the true north pole of the 
earth. 
“ A point which is the north polo to­ 
day is not the north pole of tomorrow. 
No one can predict where this nomadic 
pole will be the next minute, the next 
hour or the next year. 
The arctic ex­ 
plorer may pitch ids tent somewhere 
within the circle of sixty feet and place 
his finger on what be supposes to be 
the pole. 


Pole Always Moving. 
“ Like some living tiling, the little 
point which IwiN for more than a cen­ 
tury attracted all sorts of men from 
various corners of the *artb will be 
crawling away ail the while. 
“ Its speed is worse than snail-like. 
It has never lieen observed to travel 
farther than four f<*et In one week. 
Sometimes It lias required more than a 
month to travel a yard. In six months, 
however, it describes un irregular semi­ 
circle. hut so far we have been able 
to determine no orbit or path of oscil­ 
lation, nml the only thing that we 
really know aliout it is that its posi­ 
tion Is never twice tlie same. 
“The time required for the pole to 
make its irregular semicircle is about 
fourteen months. 
If It is twenty feet 
on one side of the charted pole today 
it will probably he thirty or forty feet 
on tiie other side seven months hence.” 
Working with Professor Hill in his 
investigations have been astronomers 
In observatories on nearly the same 
parallel of latitude as Washington. 38 
degrees M minutes and 20.4 seconds.

A fter tw enty years o f research Pro­ 
fessor George A. HIU o f the Naval ob­ 
servatory 
at 
W ashington, 
who 
has 
been w orking with other scientists all 
over the world, hits deduced proof that 
the earth is wabbling on its axis. 
“The poles of the earth.” says Pro­ 
fessor Hill, “are wabbling about, ap­ 
parently at random, but confining their 
travels w ithin a circle of sixty feet 
diam eter. 
Should Peary again take 
the trip to the north pole he would Aud 
the flag which he planted there on his 
Inst trip o f discovery nearly fifty feet 
from the sjHit which lie would now' 
point out as the true north pole of tho 
earth. 
"A point which Is tho north pole to­ 
day Is not the north pole of tom orrow. 
No one can predict where this nomadic 
pole will be the next m inute, the next 
hour or the next year. 
The nrettc ex­ 
plorer may pitch his tent som ewhere 
within the circle o f sixty feet and plnce 
his finger on what lie supposes to be 
the pole. 


Polo Always Moving. 
“U k e som e living thing, the little 
point which has for i:#ore than a cen­ 
tury attracted all sorts o f men from 
various corners of Uh* •firth will lie 
craw ling aw ay all the while. 
“Its speed is worse than snail-like. 
It has never l**en observed to travel 
farther than four f**et in one week. 
Som etim es It has required more than a 
month to travel a yard. In six months, 
however, It describes an Irregular sem i­ 
circle, but so far we have been able 
to determ ine no orbit or path of oscil­ 
lation, mid the only thing that we 
really know about It Is that its posi­ 
tion Is never tw ice the same. 
“T he tim e required for the pole to 
make its irregular sem icircle Is about 
fourteen months.

“Now, lf our latitudes,” says Pro­ 
fessor H ill, “are slipping up and down 
over the earth like hoops over a barrel 
the poles o f the earth must be c h a tt­ 
ing. 
“The axis of tin* isirth is not still. 
It has tw o motions, 
one revolving. 
Which accounts for liny mid n ig h t arui
